Feb lo —One of Hie moil 
sensational tragedies that ever occurcd in 
thi9 city, because of the prominence of the 
unf ortunate gentian in to whom it happen­ 
ed, and because of the mystery thrown 
about it by his friends, who are the first 
people of MU Waukee, sUrtlcd the town this 
afternoon 
The firtt report was that Cyrus 
T Hawley of No 2 IOO Grand avenue, had 
committed suicide by shooting himself. 
Then it wa9 stated that the shooting was 
accidental, 
and 
then 
all 
sorts 
of 
contradictory 
reports 
were 
put 
in circulation. An immediate investiga­ 
tion oi the aff nr proved entirely unsat­ 
isfactory, for Mr. Hawley’s relatives and 
friends were determined that the press 
should discover as little as possible ahunt 
the occurrence. The 
only 
statement 
vouchsafed was that this afternoon Mrs. 
Hawley hear J a loud report lh one of the 
upper rooms of the family mansion, and 
OO going to learn the cause was stupefied 
with horror to find her hu9biud seated lo 
an arm chair with a large revolver lo his 
hand, and blood pouring down bis face 
from a wound in the head. Several prom­ 
inent 
physicians 
were 
immediately 
summoned. On their arrival they fouod 
Mr. Hawley yet alive, but with a fatal 
wound in the right side of hi# head. 
The 
bullet had entered the side of the head 
about ou a line with the eye, and had pass 
til upward and out at the top of the head. 
The physicians pronounce the wouud fatal, 
but say that Mr. Hawley may live a few 
hours or even a day or so longer. 
The 
mystery of the ail or began with the at­ 
tempt of the reporters to disco)cr whether 
Mr. Hawley bad commuted suicide or oat. 
aud it is understood that the loc ti press 
will treat that subject as an open question. 
However, the Times’ reporter cannot dis­ 
cover any reason why Mr. Hawley should 
take his own life, although, since the affair 
been

public 
there 
are 
the usual rumors about domestic infelicity, 
intemperate habits, etc. Mr. Hawley was 
about 40 years old, and inherited and 
possessed great wealth. The estate is one 
ut the largest In this city. He was in 
splendid health, and was ooe of the most 
careful and earnest scientific students in 
the northwest. lo fact, ia matters of sci­ 
ence his name is known all over tho union. 
He is a member of the loading scientific 
or arctic 3logical societies in this country. 
The most suspicious element in the unfor­ 
tunate aflalr is the unwillingness of Mr. 
Hawley’s relatives to give reporters an op­ 
portunity lo learn all the facts rn the case. 
Mr. Hawley's associates are the first peo­ 
ple of the city, aud those of his friends 
who have been interviewed pronounce the 
idea of his suicide entirely bcyood their 
comprehension. 
Ilia wealth afforded a 
princely living without even business 
cares. 
Mr. Hawley’s father was Hon. 
Cyrus Hawley, who came many years ago 
from Hampton, Connecticut. 
At a late 
bour Mr. Hawley was alive, but eau Dot 
live.

era’ room a tat, dark tktoned, curly head­ 
ed, good natured looking negro, who an­ 
swers Mr. Rogers’ bell and can its in the

This is Arthur 
SimmoLfl. For fifteen years he bus been 
in continual service at the executive man 
sion. He is never sick aud never absent. 
Let the weather and everything else bt-. 
what they may, it makes no difference to 
him. He Is at his door aff the same. There j 
is probably not a man in the United Stites 
of any degree of prominence or note that j 
Arthur does not know. He has seen them 
all pass lo and out of the Presidential I 
mansion. He has been a witness to ail the ! 
changes that have taken place there, and 
all the ups and downs oi political vicisei-, 
tudea, since Lincoln’s time. He has been 
conversant with all the public questions j 
and prominent events of the capita! during I 
his term ot service, and in most of those j 
happenings he has borne an humble part. J 
He knows all the public men who have 
been in Congress and politics lor many a 
day, and they all know him and greet him 
with a pleasant word. Senator Cockrell, 
of Missouri, says he is one of his constitu 
ents, and, as Arthur 6avs, “Thai s the way 
it goes; it makes no difference whether 
they are Democrats or Republicans, they 
all know me.” Arthur was 


BORN A SLAVE 
down in North Carolina, and alter b u rg 
kicked aod cuffed about in that capacity 
during his boyhood was afterward made a 
body servant to Colonel Ritche, and was 
with him during a portion of the war. Ile 
still has vivid recollections OI his early life 
in North Carolina. 
He was allowed more privileges than the 
majority of slaves, and was consequently 
coked upon by them with sometning < I 
envy. While lo the house of Mr. Atmore 
he paid considerable attention to hooks, 
aud by his patience and industry, aid id by 
the kindness of the children in the house, 
he learned to read. 
He ha9 since greatly 
improved himsclt in that respect, and is 
now better educated than many white peo­ 
ple who Lave had all the advantages of 
free schools. Being 
GIVEN IHS LIBERTY 
by Mr. Atmore, he was made body servant 
to Colonel liitcbie, who was then stationed 
at Newbern**. He followed him to the war, 
and was with him at the battle of Pert 
Hudson and ail through Louisiana. Arthur 
thus came with Colonel Hitchic when he 
was ordered to Washington, aod remained 
with him for six months at General A u­ 
gur’s headquirters, and then enlist! ti In 
the regular service. He was now a t oited 
Stites soldier, but did little fighting, for 
soon alter bis enlistment he* was detailed 
tor duty at the white home. He says he ie 
not very sorry that he was not in the war, 
“Cause, you kaow, I might have been 
killed, and I dou’t want to die, ’ 
Arthur 
made his appearance 
AT THE WHITE HOUSE 
during the second administration of Pres­ 
ident Lincoln. He bas pleasant remem­ 
brances cf “Old Abb" 
and his simple, 
kindly manners. Some of his recollections 
of Mrs. Lincoln are not quite so pleasant. 
Mrs. Lincoln, he Skys. had a temper not 
always calm and serene. 
She was very 
often an invalid, that fact de racteil some­ 
what from the amiability ol her dispo tion 
When in these crusty moods she was in 
me habit oi stirring up the boys around 
the house, aod threatening them with 
discharge if they didn’t hurry matters up 
and around lively- ‘ I recollect,” 
said 
Arthur, “the last time that Mr Lincoln 
visited Old Point Comfort. 
We were 
loading the baggage and other traps into 
(he wagon,when Mrs. L iao li |tim eo u t on 
the porch, and in a loud voice called tu t: 
•ft you boys don’t hurry up and get those 
things down to wharf, PII have every one 
of yon dUcbarged.’ 
I was a little green 
round the white house then.” says Arthur, 
“aod she kind o’ steered me, aod tho way 
I jerked those trunks down the stairs wa? 
a caution; but old Tom Dodson, who had 
been on duty for several years, and knew 
Mrs. Lincoln better, said: ‘Oh ! don’t you 
mind her; that’s her way; she’s alway* 
discharging some of us; you'll get used to 
her after awbiii;* but I stepped around 
quick just the same 
Simmons describes President Lincoln as 
a hard worker, plain and simple m his 
manners, and a good storyteller. Zicb 
Chandler;was a constant visitor at the 
White Ho096 in those days, and when hi 
and Dick Yates, Ben Wade. Lyman Trum­ 
bull and some more ut his friends got to­ 
gether there was generally a hippy time.

that President Johnson was a very kind­ 
hearted, 
simple-mannered

very well, and always spoke hignly ut Mr. 
Lincoln. No one ever could change bim 
after his mind was once made up.
